Quicquid ft veteris T eſtamenti,Chriſtum ſonat - All 
the Old Teſtament ( as Auguſtrme ſaies) ſounds of 
Chriſt, The Ceremonies are nothing but figures of 
him : he is the kernel] of the promiſe 3 rhey are all in 
him Yea and Amen ; and withouthim no promiſe 
hath accompliſhment. He is thelife and ſoule, and 
perfeRion and end of all the Commandements- 

And therefore hee that hath Chriſt, and holdeth 
him by faith, hath all that the Law requireth in pre- 
cepts, offreth in promiſes, and ſhadoweth our in 
types and figures, 

The points in this text are conſiderable : 

I The pR_ that Chriſt hath aboue the 
Law:he is the end of the Law, 

2 The benefit thereof: for righteouſneſle, | 

3 Towhomthisbenefit perteines : to cueric one 
that belecueth. 

Excellent things arc ſpoken of the Law. If thou 

. wilt enter into cuerlaſting lite (ſaith Chriſt vnto a 
—_—_ keepe the Commandements, So faith Moe 
Denrer. 6 ſe, , Behold, this ſhall be our righreouſneſle before 
the Lord our God, If wetake heed to all theſe Com- 
mandements,to doe them. 

Whereby wee may perceiue, that faire and large | 
promiſes are annexed to the Law. What is fairer 
than righteouſneſle > Whar larger than cuerlaſting 
life ? But they are conditional}, andnot abſolute : 5: 
poter dicere, Feci quod in((iſli, potes itidem dicere, Redae 
qd promiſiſi : If thou canit ſay, I haue done _ 
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which thou commandeſt, thou maiſt well ſay, Giue 
me that thou promiſeſt, | 
Onthe other ſide, if the Law be not obſerued, and 
that exquiſitely-too, thethreats thereof are all as tere 
rible. Curſedis cuery one that abideth not in all that 
is written in the Law, to doe them. 
Hard conditions, of doing, and doing all. ; 
Andifyou pleaſe that wee ſhall enter into the que- 
ſtion, whether wee can performe the Law, ornot; 
Parl anſwereth, that it is a matter not of diſficultie ; Rom. $, 
for that might be compaſled with endeuour, bur of 
impoſſibilirie ; T2 T3 vous edviemy ; that which was impoſ- 
ſible for the Law to doe. And hee giueth a reaſon 
thereof in the former chapter : The Law is ſpirituall, 
andI am carnal]. Now theſe two be contraries, For 
the flcſherermore luſteth againſt the ſpirit : witneſle Galar, 
the ſame Apoſtle, not in words onely, but intrue ex- 
erience allo. For hee felt a Law in bis members re. 
belling againſt the Law of God, and leading him 
captiue. VVhenthis ele& Veſle]!, and grear Apoſtle, 
| after he was regenerate (forthe varegenerare fecle no 
ſuch ſtrite)found this long diſtance betweene the Law 
and his owne affections ; and ſuch defe&s, that for 
horrour thereof he cried our; O miſerabls man that I 
am ! may wee attend any good performance or com- 
plement of the Law in others? 
| Steven challengeth the whole Nation of the ewes; aa, 7: 
You haue receiued the Law, and hauc notkeptir. His 
words carry the ſtrength and ſinewes of an argument, 
Thar which is notkept, cannot iuſtific: Bur you haue 
not kept the Law : therefore what boaſt ſocucr you 
doe make thereof, that you receiued itfrom Go », 
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that it was publiſhed by — and giuen to the Fa. 
thers, yetdoth it nor iuſtifie 3 1t gives younoprero- 
eatiuc, They could not anſwerthis with reaſon, and 
therefore fell into paſſion and outrage: the text ſaith, 
When they heard theſe things , their hearts burſt a- 
ſunder, and they gnaſhed vpon him with their tecth : 
Manifeſt euidence of conuiction. 

Peter calleth the keeping of the Law, an importa- 
ble yoke, and conteſteth againſtthoſe which vrged 
the performance thereof for iuſtification, that the 
laid a taske ypon the necks of their brethren , whic 
neither they nor their fathers were able to beare, 

It the Law could be performed,why doth Peter call 
itanimportable yoke ? If ic cannot bee performed, 
why is rightcouſneſle ſought or placed init? Foritis 
not the hearing or hauing, but the doing ofthe Law, 


that iuſtifierh. 


Sinne (as 1vh# defineth it) is atranſgreſſion of the 
Law: And doe nor all men finne ? Ir were afinne for 
any manto ſay, he hath noſinne : and it we confeſſe 
our ſinnes, what do we confeſlc, but that we are tranſs 
grefſors, and not periormers of the Law? 

Shall we put the niatter to a trial!, andlet all the 


faints in heauen andearth paſle voon the Iurie ? 


O Lord, let them bze demanded heere in thy pre+ 
ſence, if itwere by their workes, or fulfilling of the 
Law, thatthey were iuſtified. Haue they norall with 
one voice returned their verdi > Not vrito vs, O 
Lord, not vnto vs, but vnto thy name giue the praiſe, 
for thy loving mercy, and for thy truths ſake. 

* Where is James, or lohn, or one ofthe ſonnes of 
thunder, to ct foorth the dreadfulnefie of the Law? 
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ForI am fcarſe able togiueyou a taſte thereof; burby 
alirtle you can conicciue the reſt. Lookethen'to the 
concuſſion of the Iſraelites, 19. and 20.chap.of Exo- 
dus, whenthe Law was eſtabliſhed, theycame with 
great endeuour, in faſting, ſanQitying, and preparing 
themſelues: yer when os beheld with what maicſty 
and terrour it was publiſhed, how the mountaine 
ſmoaked, the thunders roared,the lightnings flaſhed, 
the trumpets ſounded, and the earthttembled; they 
cried out, We ſhall die, we ſhall die- And this was 
no vaine feare, but atrue ſenſible feeling of the rigor 
and ſeuericie ofthe Law, es GUY! 17 SES 

Come then yee Iuſticiaries, that are ſo fooliſhlie 
zealous of the Law : Compare your ſelues, not with 
your {clues (for that may proue to be afalſe meaſure) 
but compare your ſelues with theſe Iſraclites ; and 
that is nodiſparagement. » 

They were afraid of the Law, whea it was publiſh. 
ed ; and howdare yau preſume, when it is exacted ? 
They could not endure the proclamation of the 
Law; And will you abide the execution 2 Vpon what 
confidence ? Are your workes anſwerable to the ex- 
quiſite triall thereot ? Alas,alas, I wiilnorabaſe them 
with ſuch termes as the Scripture would affoord: 
But makethem as gloriousas you can 3 coucr them 
with grace ; Ccriue them from the holy Ghoſt z 'dip _ 
them and die them in the blood of Chriſt ; apparrell 
them with all che jewels, attire, and habiliments, that 
the Church of Rowe hath beſtowed vpon them : yer 
you ſhall finde them but hay, chaffe, and ſtubble, that 
will bee deuoured in the firie triall ofxhe Law : you 
ſhail finde them but humane righteouſneſſe: you thal 
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haueno more vſcofthem inthe buſineſſe of iuſtifica3 
tion, than Dauidhad of Sauls armour, when he went 
ro encounter with Golz4/, It made a ſhew to others, 
buthindred Daxi#;that he couldnot goe with it, 

Such poorehelpes, and no better, haue all they that 
eſtabliſh their owne righteouſneſie, and are nor ſub- 
icto the righteouſneſle of God, 

' IcanrefembletheLaw to nothing better, than to 
tle man inthe Goſpell, that would be brought to no 
other ſong, than to thoſe ſad and vawelcome tunes 
of Selve quod debes, 

OhLord, who can abide the harſhneſie of thoſe 
ſharpe notes ! Who ſhall euer bee ablctoſatisfic the 
rigorous exaQions of ſuch an vamercifull Creditor! 
When the Law ſhall require the vttermoſt farthing 
moſt imperiouſly , avd we not ableto anſwer one for 
a thouſand tolerably : you caneaſily conceiue, what 
heauy ſentence, what loathſome priſon, what tragi. 
call paines, what weeping and wailing, what th. 
ing of teeth, what vnquenchable fire,what eucr-gnaws 
ing, and neuer-dying-worme, mult follow necef- 
larily. 

What then? Is the Law idle > oris God altogether 
rigorous, that propoſeth a Law which cannot be per, 
formed ? Neither of both. 

God made a Law like vnto himſelfe : holy,becauſe 
he is holy; pure, becauſc he is pure; perfe&, becauſe 
he is perte& ; eternall, becauſe he is eternall : and 
added that condition alſo which a great Lawsgiuer 
requireth in all Lawes-: A, zcre mo Svrery mh Tre rar * 
Hee made it poſſible , for that integritic of nature 
wherein God created vs. For God made mag right. 
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If that poſſibilitie bee now taken away from the 
Law ; if our nature be wounded ; if itbedifabled ; if 
our fathers haue eaten ſowre grapes, and all our teeth 
bee ſet on edge 3 it wee haue loſt that integritiethat 
Gov gaue vnto vs ; lethim beſree : forhe is light, 
andin him dwelleth no darknefle : let vs nor charge 
him foohſhly, but condemne our owne preuatication 
luſtly, | 

For ſo it was, as if a man ſhould leaue a great 
ſumme of money to one whole eftate was then good, 
2nd ſufficient to make reſtitution : if afterward, 
through prodigalicie, riot, or vathriftineſſe, he miſ- 
ſpent or waſted his eſtate,and lefthimſelfe no meanes 
of repaiment, can either the accuſation of the credi. 
rorscrueltie, that demands nothing but his owne, or 
the excuſe of the debtors inabilitie, be iuſt > Eucn ſo 
the Law was propoſed to man, created after the I- 
mage and {imilitade of God, with perfe@ righteouſ. 
nefle, and rue holineſſe, and indowments, to per- 
formetheſame, 

It afterward wee haue mif-ſpent our patrimonie, 
and waſted our fathers ſubſtance, with the prodigall 
ſonne 3 if we haue caſt our felues into the hands of 
thecues and cut.throats, that haue bereaued vs of all 
meancs to giue fatisfaftion ; vee may deplore our 
owne infelicitie; wee cannot except againſt God, or 
his Law, Was itnot poſlible? 

Grant this, andthen you diſcharge God from all 
impuration : denic it, and then you infringe, abate, 
and detract from Adams: perfeRion, which the Scrip- 
ture celebrateth, 

Thus you ſee, thatthe Law was poſlible : burir is 

now

now made weake by our fleſh, which is reſtife, way- 
ward, refraCtarie, ;and yetthe inſtrument wherewith 
the Law doth worke. | 

As for exawple, The Law would hane God to be 
loued aboue all things : The fleſh ſaics ſhe is neereſt 
and deareſtto her ſeife. | 

The Law would hauc the fl:th brought into ſubie. 
Ction, and crucified: The fleſh is like Dore; bes, that 
loues to haue the preheminence, and will carrie no 
crole, but as Simon of Cyrene did, to crucifie another, 
and not himſelfe. - 

| Dalilaneuer praiſed more treacheroully between 
Sampſon and the Philitizes, than enery mans owne 
fleſh doth againſt the Law of God, with the capirall 
enemie thereof; diſcoucring who thirſteth with co- 
uetouſneſſe, who ſwelleth in pride,who burneth with 
luſt, who pineth away with enuy : and then the {er. 
pentthar is more ſubtle than all the beaſts chat G o p 
created , when hee ploweth with euery mans heifer, 
doth eaſily diſſolue their riddles: 

Omnes amiti,omnes inimici, omnesneceſſary, omnes ad- 
werſari, omnes domeſlici, nullipacifici - All the affecti- 
ons of the fl:ſhbe triends, andall are enemies, all ne. 
cceſlarie , andall aduerfarie, all domeſticall, none 
peaceable. And is it p-flivle that we ſhould fie tothe 
marke of righteouſnefle , or to the end of the Law, 
when our feathers are thus glude together with birds 
lime ? 

Ah proud and wayward flcſh ! VWhy doeſt thou 
ſpurne, andJuſt, and murmur againſt the Law ? It it 
humble thee for a time; is it orb it would ads 


uincethee for cucr ? 
Goe 
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' Go too Agar, ſubmit your ſelfe to your miftreſſe 
Sera : ſuffer the law : endute the rod and fcrula of the 
ſchoolemaſter; or rather, labour together withiir,that 
thou maift alſo raigne withir, / | 7 £27! I 4 20% 

Burt the belly hath no eares; and in vaine doe wee' 
heere looke for that which is dite elſewhere, and in a- 
nother place : heere wee doe fight, wee doe nottri- 
umph. And I would to God we did fight manfullieg 
for then we ſhall be ſure of conqueſt atthelaft, One 
thing is cercaine, that our whole bartell is like to that 
of Geaeons inthe booke of Iudges, Theſe earthen pit, 
chers that wee carry, muſt be broken, before wee can 
winne the field. As long astheſc houſes of clay.bee 
whole, looke for no perfe&tion to hold correſponden- 
Cie with the law : looke tornothing but imperfeQi- 
ons to fruſtrate the law of her end. |

This rule hath place in humane lawes amongſt light 
offenſes, There, if the law cannot haue obedience, ir 
hath ſome ſatisfation by puniſhment : but then ir 
writes, Contented, andnor Pleaſed, For the chiefe 
end whereunto all lawes doe aime, is to haueobedi« 
ence; andthereby to make men good, which cannor 
bee done in humanelawes, when the offcnſe is gene- 
rall, and the puniſhment capirall. 

In the [aw of God, eſpecially concerning the buſi- 
neſle of Inſtification, the rule of difiunQiues hath-no 
place, This law hath nother end, vnleſle (he becon- 
tented and pleaſed too, Contented, for the ſins that 
we haue committed; and pleaſed, with the obedience 
thatis required, Chriſt is the end of the law : there« 
fore hehath performed both. 

Well might the law be contented with the death of 
Chrilt, becauſe there was as much atrocitic inthat,as 
in thefinnes'of the whole world. I willingly vſc this 
reaſonnow, to giueyouto vnderſtand,thatl concurre 
not with their opinion, that thinke, if the ſonne of 
God had ſhed bur one drop of blood, it had beene 
pricecnough for allour {innes. 
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I doubt whether the law would hauc beene conten- 
ted with one drop of blood. Oughtnot Chriſtts ſuf 

ferall theſe things, and ſo ro enterinto glory > Was 
not the whole burnt offring a figure of his ſufferings? 
And that muſt be all conſumed, 

Llooke into the counſell of God, whatwas there 
ſer downe for ſatisfattion ofthe law, AndI carrie and 
giue ſuch reuerence tothe wiſdome and iuſtice there- 
of, that whatfocuer is wanting ofthatwhich is there 
ſet downe, I verily belceue tobe inſufficient. 

I looke to the fat of Chriſt, Exinaniuirſeipſum : He 
emptied himſcife. And Iam loth to belecue, thatei- 
ther the father was ſoprodigall of his ſonnes life, or 
that the ſonne was ſo carcleſſe of his owne blood,that = 
he would haue powred out all, if one drop might haue 
ſerued the turne. Admitthis,and then Chriſt died in 
vaine. | 

Buteucry thing that the ſonne of God did, was of 
infinite value, for the dignitic of his perſon. 

The dignitie of his perſon is great, and hath good- 
ly vſe : but it may not be ſtretched roo farre, leſt the 
buffers thathe recciued on his face be reckoned price 
enough for our redemption. Hydra peccari no ifs ne 
roliirur + The monſter of finne will not be laine with 
one blow, 

Hee madevs indeed at a moment, and withgreat 
facilitic: for he ſpake the word, and they were made 
he commanded, and they were created. Bur did hee 
redeeme vs ſo ſoone > No,no; itcoſthim three and 
thirtie yeeres worke, and O Lord, whart' labours |! 
Vhat forrowes!/Whar watchings !/Whathungerl

Buthe 
brought withallſuch a troupe and legion of vertues |

Time will notſerue to rehearſe euery one : but rhe 
vertues wherewith he adorned the foure corners of 
his croſle are ſo conſpicuous, that I cannot omit 
them. |

tothe {laughter,ſo opened he not his mouth :he ope= 
ned it not in outcries or imprecations z he contended 
not with them in reuenge or malice, bur in pictie-: 
they refuſed him, and he died for them : they conten= 
ded with P:/ate, when hee would haue deliuercd him, 
Crucifize, erucifize, Crucific him, crucific him :andhe 
contendeth with his father when hee hadiuſtcauſe to:

Hitherrto ye haue heard Chriſts prerogatiue, and 
the benefit therof. The laſt point remainerh,to whom 
this benefit belongs: to cuery one that beleeuerh. 

Why then ſay the Icſuites, the promiſes of Chriſt 
are conditionall, as well as the promiſes of the Law ? 
The law ſayes, Doethis, andliue : Chriſt ſayes, Be- 
leeue only, and all things are poſſible to him that be- 
leeueth, | 

Heere is a condition in the one, aswell as in the 
other, | 

If rime would giueme leaue, I could ſhew that the 
promiſesof Chriſt are abſolute, and without conditi- 
on : but letvs now admit that they are conditionall, 
as well as the promiſes ot the law: yet haue we many 
aduantages in this condition of Chriſt,that are not in 
the law. 

1 Isitnot mucheaſfilier to belecue the promiſes 
of the one, than to doe the workes of the other? 

2 Againe,the lawis ſtoicall and curious,not con- 
tent with our endcuours, vnlefſe wee haue done all, 
and done it moſt exaQty. 

Chriſtis milde and gentle z he ſtriuerthnor, lifrerh 
not vp his voice, quencheth not ſmoaking flax, bru- 
ſethnota ſhaken reede ; but enterteinerh euery true 
faith, though ir be as little as a graine of muſtardſeed, 
though it be neuer ſovnperfeR. 

3 Thelawis folitarie, teacheth vs what todoe, 
but giueth vs no meanes to doe 1t : whereupon the 
Apoſtlecals it adcadlerter. 

Chriſt is never folitarie, but accompanied with 
the grace and influence of his holy ſpirit, which hee 
ſends into our hearts, to illuminate, to xegencrate, 8 
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dgivevs faith to comprehend him, Andtherefore 
when he giueth vs the condition which he requireth 
of vs, his condition is moſt gracious, andthe condi. 
tion of the Law is grieuous, Chriſtis the end of the 
law for righteouſneſle to euery one that beleceueth. 

If Chriſt bce the end of the law to euery onethar 
belceueth, then didhe not fulfill the law for himſelfe, 
bur for thoſe that doe belecue. _ | 

As he was God, he was not ſubie& to the law, and 
as he was man alſo, he was Lord ofthe law.

It cannot be fortbat the worke of Chriſts redemp- 
tion was not performed at the time of their death :

Sure, Angels are nor ſtrong enough to carrie 
vs to heauen, and men are roo weake : yet there bze 
Giants now, as were after the flood, that hauing got 
ſuch morter and bricke, ſay, Come let vs build a tow- 
er, whoſe top may reach vp to heauei : Yidete quas 
ſealas, imo que pracipitia , ipſt ſibi paranerint ad ruinam : 
Marke what ladders, yea rather what downfals, they 
haue gotten themſelues for their owne ruine : for An- 
gels arecreatures, not able to ſtand ofthemſclues, 
without the fupport and benefit of the ſonne of God. 
If their abilitic had beene ſufficient, the diuels would 
r.Tim. 5. 2Euer haue loſt their places, The reſt are called elect 
Col.z.10.

powers, in whom they doe all conſiſt, 
Berrar.in Ou; dedit lapſo homini vt ſurgeret, dedit ſlanti Angelo 
Canice me caderet : Hee gaue man, that was fallen, power to 
riſe, and Angels, that ſtood, grace, that they ſhould 
notfall : and ſo he was beneficiall co both, raiſing vp 
the one, arid confirming the other. And it I ſhould 
commit my cauſe to ſuch an aduocate ashath need 
of a patron himſelfc, ic were a right tower of Babe, 
andno ſcaleofheauen. The holicſt men in the world 
are too weaketo carry vs toheauen by their interceſli- 
ons. Doth this appertaine vato man, O Lord God? 
CAdamwas perfect both in body and ſoule, yet of too 
too baſca condition to ſtand in the preſence of God, 
without the interuention of a mediator, The tree of 
life,which was giuen him,is a cleare teſtimony heere- 
of. ' What needed he any Sacrament of Chrilt, it hee 
could haue ſtood of himſclte > And then mee thinkes 
it is plaine enough, that ſecing Adam could not medi- 
2 ate 
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atehis owne cauſe in his integritie, no ſaint, though 
in heauen, is able to vadertake for vs in thiscommon 
miſerie, ary began to be a mediator for wine at the 
marriage in Caa : but aſſooneas Chriſtrepreſſed het 
bold: effec, the ceſiſted ſoberly,and gaue a wholeſome 
charge to the waiters, which may well hold the nature 
of a rule amongſt all poſteritie, ro attend vpon Chriſt 
alone. Vhen the Saints themſelues doe fend vs vnto 
Chriſt, (hall wee leaue him, andin our ſuperſtitious 
affections hang vpon Saints> It you do, looke for no- 
thing but that which happened vnto Baals Prieſts: 
They cried from the morning vntill theeuening facri- . 
fice, and there was neither voice, nor one to make an- 
{wer,nor any thatregarded. 

Tell vs, Paxl, what you did thinke when you were 
in ſuch a ſtrair,tizat you knew not whatto chuſe ; whe= 
ther to be difl9lued and to be with Chriſt, which was 
better for your owne particular 3. or to abide in the 
fleſh, which was more profitable ro the Philippians ? 
Were younotthen verily perſwaded, that after your 
death the Church could inake no vſe of your praters? 
What then? Is the ſaints loue diminiſhed in heauen, 
where all their graces be increaſed ? No ſure, love 
fal.ethnotaway : But the loue ofthe ſaints in heauen 
is notalwaies in action : Ir is there rather in Mares 
contemplation, than in Marrhaes exerciſe. Or ifirbe 
in action, it is like to Petcys, whenheehad ataſteofir 
inthe transfiguration of Chriſt, The loue of his bre. 
thren , was not decaied, but hee was ſo rauiſhed and 
pleaſed with the ſight of that which was preſent, that 
hz thought of nothing bur the fruition thereof, Bowwm 
eſt nobiz eſſe hic Ie is good being heere, Heethoughtt 
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not of his brethren that were abſent : he deſired but 
three Tabernacles for thoſe that were preſent. 

: Canthe Saints that be in heauen heareour praiers 
from earth ? Haue they any diſpenſation of vbiquitie?

Did heenot once vrge ſuch a point againſt 
poore Azam, forceating the iruit that wasreſcrued, 
becaule hee had libertic enough to eat of allthereſt ? 
And is not his owne cauſe now hke to this ? Ah thou 
vogratious a'id wicked ſcruant, I will iudge thee out 
otthine vw:.emouth : Did it not ſuffice thee ro bee 
the miniſter 0; Gods iultice, to inuade all char off: * 
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ded ? If this only were permitted,oughted(t not thou 
ro haue forborne this one innocent perſon that neuer 
ſinned > Thou haſt ſhed innocent blood, and art now 
pot anexecutioner of the Law of God, but atreſpaſ. 
ſcragainſt it. Artthouable to reinfuſe the guiltleſle 
blood into thoſe ſacred veines againe, out of which 
thou haſt preſumpruouſly ſpileit 2 Is thy power no- 
thing to edification,bur al co deſtruction? Know then 
O thou enemie, that temeritie isnot alwates fortu- 
nate: for deſtruction is now come to a perpetuallend, 
Neg, enim lex inſlior ulla eſt, quam necs artifices arte pe= 
7ire ſua, Thus you ſce the power of Satan difl>lued by 
the death of Chriſt, not w:th force, but in law and iu- 
ſtice. And what doe you thinke of the Godhead of 
Chriſt, that hitherto was a beholder, and no ator; a 
Iudge,and no party in this buſincle? Should not the 
Judge of all the world doeright 2 Or can there be any 
better iultice, any greater right, than toreſtore the 
innocent, and to puniſh the wrong-doer? Euen ſohe 
did. The Godhead of Chriſt, which was glued to his 
bodie with an inſeparable vation, which was with it 
inthe grauc, that it did not ſee corruption, that ſame 
Godhead did breath the breath of lite into it againe, 
and then he was inter mortnos liber,a free man amongſt 
thoſe that were dead, VWhen he had thus reuiued and 
reſtored the innocent, then he ſpoiled principalities 
and powers, ſo much more magnifically, becauſche - 
purſued them into their owne holds, and triumphed 
ouer them in their owne Caſtles, of the graue and 
hell. It tared with them all as it did with the great ſca- 
beaſt when he had ſwallowedvp 10445. They had tas 
kenſuch a morſcll as they could nothold , but were 
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faine to berid of it againe. Then hee tooke the beaſt, 

eucn the great Leviathan, that crooked ſerpent , and 

caſt him aliue into a lake of fice burning with brim- 
ſtone, Nox iam Diabolaym v1 Leonem timemus, ſed vi pele 

lem conculcmins ; We doe not now feare the Diuell as 

a Lion, but wee tread him vader our fect as a caſe, 

There is no cauſe now that you ſhould ſtand in doubt 

of any angrie Porters, that you ſhould bee afraid of 
any firie (word. Chriit ſee Satan falling downe from 

heauen, as if it had beene lightning. Ezo alium noni nt- 

minem qui hoc potuevit niſi dominum mem leſin ;T know 

not any that could ſo haue taken him away,and remo- 

ued his power, but only my Lord Teſus. 

When Chriſt was riſen againe, hee made notthe 
earth a place of his reſtdence, but aſcended to heauen 
a» a conqu:rour, It is well ſeene how thou my King 
and God goeſttotiy ſanAtuarie : not climivg by lad 
ders, not hoiſed vp by cords or pullies, but marching 
valiantly in the multitude of thine owne ſtrengths 
thou makeſt the Clouds thy Chariots, and walkcſt 
vpon the wings of the winde. And when hee came 
neereto the wals of that heauenly Citic, hee didnor 
begge or intreat an entrance by fauour, but comman. 
dedit as one thathad authoritie : Lifr vp your heads, 
O yegates, and be ye lift vp,ye cuerlaſting doores,and 
the King of glory ſhall come in. Secure eſtote caro & 

ſanguis,cainm im capite poſiaets : aut fi wos in calo neg nt, 
negent in calo Chriſium:, Fearenot fleſhand blood : ye 
are now in your head paſlefſſed of heauen : or if any 
denie you to bee in heauen , they may as well deny 
Chriſt to be there. He aſcended whole; for there was

ſome Prophets; ſome Paſtors and DaQors, for the 
gathering together of the Saints, Theſe arecalled in 
the Reueclation, the Angels of the Churches, and 
heere they are ſaid to goc vp and downe. They had 
notneed to fit ſtill, leſt thechildren ſhould call for 
bread, and there be noneto breake it vato them, We 
haue the keies of the kingdome of heauen committed 
Matt, 16. VRtO VS, Tibidabo claues regni calorum. Wee are key- 
carers to open the kingdome of heauen to you by 
preaching of tie Goſpell, This power Perer and Paul 
didexerciſe faithfully : They preached the Goſpell, 
and in that, remiſſion of ſinnes, and ſo opened the 
kingdometo the beleeuers, They neuer pr:Ciſednor 
thought of ſuch exorbitant and infinite power, as the 
Church of Rome doth now viurpe vnder the colour 
and title of thoſe keies, direaly or indireQly to ſway | 
andto diſpoſe of all the world, Paul neuer planted 
any ſuch power, Apollo neuer watered it, and God of 
his great mercy, neuer giue increaſe to it intheſe 
kingdomes:- Iris clanrs errans, a falle and counterfeit

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fnnocent in the reſt of his life, for hee was obedient to Philip. 2; 
the father, &c, Innocent in his affeQions , becauſe 
they were tempered to the pleaſure of God, Not my Mar. 26. 
will, butihy wi'lbe done. ng his words; Ss 
male loci:ties fucro,de "—_ ceftimonifim : If 1 have ſpo- 
ken evuill, beare witnefle of the euill. Innocentin his 
deeds, and ſo pronounced by the mouth of his [udge, 
Innocent euety way, Which of you can connince me Io. 8. 
of finne ? Inallthis innocencie you may ſay with the 
Spoule in the Canticles: DileFus mens mi, & ego ill s CBP 2 
My beloued is mine, and Iam his 3 bone of his bone, 
and fleſh of his fleſh; and ſo wee are two, not onely in 
one fleſh, bur alſo in one ſpirit, which increaſeth our 
comfort, 2us azglutinatur Domind, vnns eft Sfiritus z 1.Cor, 6. 
Hee that is joined to the Lord, is one ſpirit, Hence 
comes that bleſſed interchange of indowments , that 
he bath taken all our finnes vpon himſelfe, and given 
vs allthis his innocencie, The third ſtep is tie fatisfa- .Cor., 
ion of his death ; and the Apoſtle teacheth you, 
thatif one bee dead for all, then all are dead in that 
one, Anditiscertusſermo, aclicere caſe, that if wee 2-Tim. 3, 
die with him, wee ſhall alſo liuewith him, The nexc 
ſtep is the power of his reſurreQion,wherein you may 
ſay, Menm ct quod cecidit, vt meum ſit quod reſurrexet ; Aug, 
me!meit qd iacuit intra tumulum , Ut meum fit quod a- 
(ceadit in calum 3; Thatwhich is fallen is mine, thatir 
may be inine which is riſen again: that is mine which 
did lic in the graue, that that may be mine which is a- 
ſccaced into Heaven, The next ſteppeis the glory of 
his aſcerfion, and from thence it is a ready ſtep to 
paſle vnto the throne of grace, where you ſhall ſee 
bim {tat the right hand ofthe Father, There Iwill 
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leaue you : for Iknownot where toleaue you better, 
than atthe right hand of God. Walkethere by faith, 
vntill hee bring you thither both in ſoule and body, 
thatyou may waſfe then according to ſight and kind, 
to enioy the Father, Sonne, aud Holy Ghoſt, three 
perſons and one God, to whom be all honor and glo- 
ry now and eucrmore.
